EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

3. Claims 2 1 -33 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest a water supply for sanitary 
devices, which is equipped with a sensor device having capacitive having the first layer 
is shared by the two capacitors and a shared electrically conductive absorption area or 
is electrically or capacitively connected to said shared absorption area, which, upon 
approach or contact of an object or a liquid, forms an additional capacitor whose 
effective capacitance experiences a detectable change that is tapped at the second 
layer of the second capacitor in the form of a correspondingly changed output signal, as 
recited in the independent claim; 
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an installation equipped with a sensor device having the first layer is shared by 
the two capacitors and having a shared absorption area, an additional capacitor being 
formed upon filling of the container with a medium, whose effective capacitance 
experiences a detectable change corresponding to the fill level, which is tapped at the 
second layer of the second capacitor, as recited in the independent claim 27; 

a facility for recognizing persons having sensor having the first layer is shared by 
the two capacitors and having a shared absorption area, an additional capacitor being 
formed upon the approach or contact of a person to the absorption area, whose 
effective experiences a detectable change that is tapped at the second layer of the 
second capacitor, as recited in the independent claim 31; and in combination of the 
claims.
